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Dr. Makino said that Botrychium nipponicum was very closely allied to B. 
japonicum, differing from the latter, however, by having the latericious-coloured 
frond, conspicuous veins and shorter and closer serration (Jap. Journ. Bot. 1 : 5 ; 
1916).. But his description is not always enough to reconstruct the whole aspect of 
this species because of lacking that on the spike of the sporophyll. I have taken 
up a character of spore coat, exospore, as a diagnostic mark by which we would 
be able to separate B. japonicum. Standing on the viewpoint of the feature of 
spores, B. nipponicum would not be allied to B. japonicum , but to B. ternatum. 
I have designated a specimen in National Science Museum, Tokyo (TNS) as a 
lecto-type of B. nipponicum.
